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To identify you as accurately as possible. 
 
To distinguish your records from the records of other persons with similar names. 
 
To make it easier to credit any money we collect from you. 
 
To allow us to send you any money we owe you as quickly as possible. 

The personnel in this office may ask for your social security number, and many forms 
that you complete have a space for your social security number. 
  
We need your social security number for one or more of the following purposes: 
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You have the right to refuse to disclose your social security number.  

No service that you are entitled to receive from us will be denied if you do not provide
your social security number, although you may experience some delay in receiving any 
money we must send you. 
 
If you do provide your social security number, it will be entered in the public 
records of the court, and will be available to any person who has access to those 
records.
